TBK COST OF TRANSPOR- 
TATION, 


T ha internal commoroe of the United 


Stat«B is greater than that of any other 
five nations. But tho fruits of this 
vaat industry arc harvested by monoi>- 
oliats who oppose the agriculturist and 
producer oa ono hand and the consum- 
er on the other. They control logigla- 
tion, and assume imperial powers OTCT 
citizens its over tho iudustrice of (he 
country. The rates of transportation 
are rnittcd to tho highest point that will 
allow of tho bear existence of industry, 


If those who wore directly interested 


in tho industry of tho country had built 
our railroads, tho ctvrying in tor cat 
would have boon subservient and secon- 
dary, as it should bo, Wo have now 
more as well as cheaper facilities of 
transportation, and tho wealth which is 
now drained from industry, and which 
drifts into speculative channels, would 
return into tho legitimate channels of 
industry. Lnbor, both agricultural and 
mechanical, would havo boon emancipa- 
ted from serfdom, and tho dignity of la- 
bor would have led to a universal sys- 
tem of education. The exorbitant cost 
of transportation has more than any 
thing else euohauood the difficulties of 
tho labor problem. It is because u spo- 
oioa of capital, olovatod into and retain- 
ed as a monopoly by our legislators, can 
make wheat which, within one hundred 
miles of tho Mississippi is worth only 
forty cents, worth $1,87 in New York, 
that tho cost of labor is so groat, and, 
great as it is, unsatisfactory >, it is this 
which Brays labor against every species 
of capital. Industry which engages la- 
bor suffers almost equally with the lat- 
ter. England, owing to her small area, 
does not suffer from high transportation 
as this country must. 
And she com- 


petes with us successfully through the 
cheapness of labor, becomes the work- 
shop of tho world, distributing notonly 
her own immense wealth in her own 
steamers, but also carrying tho mails 
and handling the exchange of Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and America. Labor is 
oppressed in England by a land-holding 
aristocracy, But'tho oppression of la- 
bor in this country is equally severe 
through tho despotism of monopolists 
—so severe that Consul Archibald, in 
his report on tho condition of labor in 
this country ns compared with that of 
English labor, estimated that tho high- 
er rate of wages was compensated for by 
the higher cost of tho necessaries of 
life.
